Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation of, "wherein said rotary shaft itself is a 
magnetic flux interrupting means made of non-magnetic material..." raise new issues 
which require further search and/or consideration because the meets and bounds of the 
term "shaft" have not been clearly established. The previous language of "wherein said 
rotary shaft itself serves as a magnetic flux interrupting means" is a broader term which 
is interpreted as; "the shaft itself is included in the flux interrupting means," which is 
open ended and could included more elements than the shaft. The new language 
appears to limit the flux interrupting means to solely the shaft, however as stated supra 
the meets and bounds of the term "shaft" in this context have not been clearly 
established. Thus this presents new issues, which require further search and/or 
consideration.
